DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 -6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Emery et 
al (US 5,353,331). 

As per claims 1-6 and 9, Emry et al disclose a method for the transmission of messages 
using a message service to the mobile station of a recipient , who has a primary mobile station 
capable of receiving at least calls and messages(PCS subscriber), and at least one secondary 
mobile station capable of receiving at least messages (a voice mailbox service, a third party line 
such as that of secretary), 

directing messages addressed to the primary mobile station to any of the secondary mobile 
stations of the recipient , irrespective of calls to and from the primary mobile station (transfer or 
redirect the call to an alternate termination point indicated in the subscriber's service graph. The 
SSP then terminates the call in manner specified by the service grap, see col. 23 lines 31-51.. 
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Furthermore, Emry et al disclose there are several types of unavailability recognized by 
current cellular radio system, such as busy and out of range , see col. 23 lines 53-58. 

Therefore , it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
invention was made to direct message addressed to mobile unit to alternative terminal when the 
unit is busy ( terminal is in use), as taught by Emery , in order to retrieve all call forwarded to 
subscriber terminal. 

3. Claims 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Emery et al in 
view of Kitzik (US 5,983,073). 

As per claims 7-8 , Emery et al disclose everything as explained above except messages 
are generating on the basis of notification of calender events. However , Kitzik discloses the 
notebook unit can used in an opem configuration on a desktop , airline tray or wide variety of 
other computer environments see col.9 lines 59-66. It is considered that the notebook unit has 
the capability of organizing messages such as meeting time notification and so forth. Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention was made to 
modify Emery in notifying calender events , as disclosed by Kitzik , in order to track all 
conmiunication and notify the user events occurring at particular time.
